Upper Canada, and during ny residence 
there, a considerable number of refugee col- 
ored people came and settled in my neigh- 
borhood ; but there was no collision or appre- 
hension of collision between them and the 
Indians. Perhaps Dr. H. confounds the case 
of the settlements in Canada, with the settle- 
ments of the refugee colored people in the 
back woods of Surinam. If he do, let him 
say so; and [ pledge myself to prove the 
coinparison for such a purpose perfectly de- 
lusive. Ox perhaps he mistakes the colored 
people, for the whites of Georgia!!! 

Quoting from the African Repository, he 
adverts, in page 21, to a common ground, on 
which all good men may unite, and speaks 
of the Colonization Society as being that 
common ground. 

Good men—that is, murderers, robbers, 
traders in slaves, slanderers, tyrants, slaves 
of prejudice, libertines, seducers, destroyers 
of innocence—candid men, kind, generous, 
gentle, virtuons, Christian men, may find a 
common ground; and that eommon ground 
is an enterprise, which, with a few decent 
philippics against abstract crime, smiles most 
sweetly upon actual murder, robbery, slave- 
dealin, slander, falsehood, oppression, pre- 
judice, and the most brutal libertinism; and 
then coolly proceeds to devise means for get- 
ting as decently as possible the poor victims 
out of the way; declaring that it is an ordi- 
nation of God, that they never can be right- 
ed in their native country. 

Who does not see that such denunciations 
are amongst the mightiest means of fulfil- 
ing themselves? or what better does Satan 
need for his work of death? 

Dr. H. shews us in the same page, that 
multitudes of s'ave masters abhorred the 
Colonization Society in September, but ap- 
plauded it in December, 1832. But why this 
change of sentiment? Why,simply because 
in September they feared its opposition to 
slavery; but in December, they were assur- 
ed of its smi'es. 

Dr. H. page 39, mentions the approbation 
with whch Margaret Mercer, Breckenridge, 
&e. have graced the Colon‘zation Society. 
It is, in fact, in the approbation of minds like 
these, that the most destructive strength of 
the Colonization Society exists: it is thus 
that intemperance and slavery have flourish- 
ed. It is thus that a drunkard, provided he 
be a decent man in other things, is said to

The information is given by 
the Rev. Henry Jones, a minister of the con- 
gregational church, and well known to some 
of the best men in New York and Boston.

nah, on 7th Dec. 1832; and who, after losing | 
his wife and three of his children, in Liberia, | 
fled the colony, and returned to his native 
country about six or seven months afterwards. 

Mr. Given states that out of 200 emigrants 
who accompanied him, 30 or more had died 
prior to his leaving Liberia; that from what 
he could see and learn, while there, ‘not one 
bushel of wheat, rye, corn, barley, rice, oats, 
or coffee, has ever yet been raised there by 
the agriculture of the colonists,’ that no ‘su- 
gar, beef, butter, or cheese, to speak of, have | 
been produced there ;’ ‘that there is no pas- 
turage among the settlers, and that he knew 
of no live stock kept there, except one or 
two cows, some swine, and a few’ donkies. 
Provisions, he says, are raised by the natives 
inland, and exchanged mostly for fire arms, | 
ammunition, and strong drink. He declares | 
that the poorer class suffer severely for want 
of food—that the price of clothing is three

Take the Jarejah Mahrat- 
tas, who deliberately slaughter their female 
children for instance. Who does not know 
that the finest Christian minds are capable | 
for a time of the most fearfal aberrations ? | 
Took at David or Paul. The fact is, that this 
Society must be judged by other things than 
the approbation of its friends or the reproba- 
tion of its enemies. Like every other thing 
which claims the attention and support of | 
mankind, it must be brought to the law and | 
to the testimony. Tt must be weighed in the 
balances of everlasting right and wrong, and 

if it be found wanting, it must be condemn- | 
ed and abolished, though all men should sup- |

Dr. H. (page 36) endeavors to sustain Li- | 
beria by the concessions which J, amongst | 
others, have made in its favor ; as if our ac- | 
knowledging the virtues in other things, of a 
pirate or of a slave master, would sanction | 
piracy and slavery. 

The first narticular account which T had | 
of Liberia, was from its hobbyist, E. Cresson : 
and always judging according to the best or 
only evidence within my reach, I gave it the 
eredit which seemed dne to his evidence. 
Further and less partial proof, however, which 
I have since obtained, from time to time, has 
more and more altered my belief, until now 
my views of it are such as this tract will dis- 
play. They may be compressed as follows : 

Good for a few emigrant minds among the 
colored people. 

Good for a few slave masters, who have 
been induced, from varions motives, to eman- 
cipate and send their slaves to it. 

Good to lull the fears and pacify the con- | 
sciences of many slave masters. — 

Goo! to delude the national mind and to 
screen the most atrocious sins. 

Good for commerce ; particularly in gun- 
powder and rum. 

Goo! for a few ‘employees,’ to use a term 
abused by FE. Cresson. 

Evil for the great body of the free colored 
people, as powerfully tending to make their 
native country intolerable to thei. 

Evil for the great body of the slaves, as 
powerfully impeding and protracting the res- 
toration of their unforfeited rights and liber- 
ties in their native country. 

Evil for the great body of the slave mas- 
ters, as speaking péace to them, while they 
continue rebels against God and tyrants to 
their brethren. 

Evil to the nation, as shuttin® it up, under 
the intolerable disgrace of slavery and pre- 
judice. 

Evil, as covering up in the United States,

This testimony exactly corresponds with 
the intelligence conveyed in a letter from an 
officer on the African coast, who calls Cape 
Mesurado, Cape Miserable. This letter is 
in the hands of James Cropper, of Liverpool. 

Inthe Liberia Herald, of 8th August, as 
reported by the .bany Evening Journal, of 
Ist October, speaking of Bob Gray, of Grand 
Bassa, the Herald says, ‘Bob is a regular 
slave dealer. It was on our way to Grand 
Bassa, that Bob, in want of slaves for a 
Frenchman, then on the other side of St. 
John’s river, made a midnight assault upon 
his unsuspecting neighbors, the Bullom-town 
people, situated about eight miles to wind- 
ward, and after killing eight, among the num- | 
ber his own sister it is said, and securing ten | 
as captives, returned to his own town,’ &c. 

‘Early on Saturday morning, the Superin- | 
tendent, Justice, and myself, were invited by | 
amessenger from Bob, to breakfast. The |
